The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments regarding the reactants disclosed in the prior art of record does not read on 
the instantly claimed reactants are convincing. In particular, the prior art of Gallagher 
requires the presence of a water soluble salt together with a silicon containing metal 
which is necessary for the reaction to take place whereas the instant claim language 
includes the closed term of "consisting of which excludes the presence of the salt or 
the metal when contacting the reactants.
